FROM PRETORIA ay 

Dr. Baldwin, formerly of Wetaski- 
win, but now of the Canadian Mount- 
ed Rifles in South Africa, writes to 
W. H. Cooger, Edmonton, from ithe 
New South Wales field hospital, eight 
miles east of Pretoria, under date of 
June 17th. The envolope bears ithe 
mark of the Sowth African republic. 
They do some things better in South 
Africa than in Canada, for the date 
of the post mark can be plainly read. 


Dr. Baldwia enlisted as a private, but 
has been promoted since May ist, and 
at date of writing was on the brigade 
medical staff, and serving in the New 
South Wales field hospital, His many 
friends will be glad to hear of Dr. 
Baldwin’s promotion, particularly as it 
is for merit recognized in active ser- 
vice. This is -not surprising, how- 
ever, as Dr. Baldwin had considerable 
experience as an army surgeon inthe 
United States army and in the Mount: 
ed Police. No mistake has been made 
in his promotion, The letter says: 

“We heve been practically on the 
move ever since we left Cape Town lasi 
March. and as our marching kit con- 
sists of only what we could carry on 
our saddles, we often had not paper to 
write on. ; ek eo 

“Our fellows from the West be 
havec splendidly under fire in the sev- 
eral battles they have taken part in, 
and have received the personal thanks 
o@the general in command of tthe bri- 
gade on one special occasion, Although 
on two occajsions the shelling has been 
tremendeous we haive been most for- 
tunate in escaping with few or no 
chsualties, though many of us had 
clothing shot through, or the water 
botile cut from their side by @ frag- 
ment of shell. Our great trouble has 
been want of re-mounts, our horses 
being completely played out for want 
ot rest, and many of them dying from 
the horse sickness, a form of splenic 
fever that is epidemic among'them in 
this country. Some of the battles have 
been most magnificent sights, that 
have to be seen to be iully appreciated. 
Fortunately unless one is very close 
to a person when he is wounded you 
do not see to any extent the full hor- 
rorg of war. 

“We have most reliable men in .pur 
Colonels Alderson and Pilcher, and we 
have Col. Ajderson to thank for not 
being completely wiped out at Van 
Wyck’s Rust on May 28th. I was ‘with 
a battery of the Royal Horse Artil- 
lery during part of the battle and 
the calonel, who had been in the siege 
of Plevna during the Turko-Russian 
war said to me while we were retiring 
that he had never seen men stand such 
severe shelling, and he fully expect- 
ed-ihat we would be annihilated, Yet, 
extraordinary to say we had only one 
mac hurt, (Ceng. Stearns) shot. thre 
uzh the pody, and he is doiaug well. 
We had some horses killed. I saw. the 
fore legs of a horse carried off by a 
shell, and another man, one of ¢ the 
huysars I think had his horse cut in 
two just behind the girth by a large 
shell. The man was unhurt except by 
the fall, but had his head blown off 
just'as be started for the rear. I Dave 
had two close shaves, but so far have 
nok, had a seratch) Since i have been 
promoted: JI have not been ~ under 
fire so often. nar 

I am glad to say the war ' seems 
nearly over now, 44 7 hoe soon to get 
settled dowm again fdr ‘a time. I have 
notj,beenl inside ai hbuse extelpt to icok 
for loot, since the 10th of March and 
in consequenee am getiting rather tired 
of camping and of field surgery. I 
have operated twice under » rather 
heavy fire, and must confess theit I 
would sooner—much sooner—be drink- 
ing, a glass o€ beer with you ini) Edmon- 
ton. I do not’ mind the rifle or big 
chelj fice but the pom pom fire ig very 
trying to one’s nerves. 

I am to see Col. Stevenson, the P. 
M. O. of the army to-morrow and I 
think from his sending for me that 

means further work and more pay 
for me at the base hogpital. If so I 
shall in all probability stay here for 
some months longer. 

I have had no letters or papers of 
any kind frdm Canada since the 7th 
of March “ast, so you can imagine 
how we have been knocking about. 
We have ridden all the way trom 
Victoria West in Cape Colony, through 
the Orange Free State up to Pretoria 
and this point. We have justi heard 
that a whole fot of mail including 
that of the Canadians has been captur- 
ed and destroyrad by the Baers, a0 I am 
afraid mast of my mail has gone up 
in smoke. None of us have been paid 
far the last three moniths, so we have 
no money to buy stamps with. (The 


letter came without a stamp).

FROM ALEX. McCAULEY. 

Alex. McCauley, of the \Canadiar 
Mounted Rifles, writes to his father, 
M. McCanley, from eight miles north 
of Johannesburg, on June 2nd, as fol- 
“We alrrived here yesterday. 
During the last two weeks the C. M 
R. have seen a greaii deal of fight- 
At the fighit ajt Klip river our 
fellows were under fire most of the 
time. Our brigade was sent across the 
river to draw the enemy’s fire. On 
the 28th and 29th there was continua} 
shelling. At breakfast on the 29th the 
Loers suddenly opened a pom pom fire 
and the shells fell amongst us. There 
was a hustle for horses and hurried 
gathering up belongings. Fortunate- 
ly the horses were saiddled, so we got 
out of range quickly, At two of the 
kopjes we had a good chance to fire 
on them alt close range, bui we receiv- 
ed no order tw fire so we had to taka 
their ffre. General Hutton, in his ad- 
dress to the brigade yesterday said 
hat we drew, the attention of the ene- 
y while Gen, Hamilton got asteund

ing. 


their flank, which ‘was successfully 
done, There are rumors that British 
treops are in Pretoria. Lindsay and 
[ are in good health and are getting 
fait. This part is the finest agricultur- 
al country I have seen. The boys 
think the war ia nearly over and hope 
tad be on the road home again soon. 
Last week the OC. M. R. captured five 
transport-wayons of the Boers and the 
loot wars divided yesterday. There 
were blankets, underwear, boots, cof 
fee, flowr, dishes .and sundries. I 
bought a frying pan and Jack arid I 
have quite a time making bannocks 
and, frying beef. Tlie mail leaves right 
away so I have taclase.” 

In another letter to his sister, Miss 
Maggie McCauley, written from Pre- 
toria, on June 7th, Trooper McCauley 
states: “‘We have reached Pretoria at 
last and all of us are glad. On Mon- 
day Lord Roberts got his naval guns 
trained on the forts around the town 
and they poured in shells all day. Dure 
ing that night the Boers all left by 
train; and Roberts’ men had)a walk ine 
to town early Tuesday morning. Some 
of our boys saw the Boer flag hauled 
down at the government buildings and 
the British flag hoisted. The cheering 
could be heard for miles when the flac 
went up. Our brigade marched through 
the city yesterday and camped) just out 
aide. I saw the government buildings 
and Kruger’s house also the lions that 
Barney Barnato presented. to him. Gut 
side of the government buildings and 
aifew, residences the rest of the build- 
ings are small, although the city is 
ina fine position. There are some fina 
orchards in this part, The last three 
days we have had oranges and lemons 
every day. I have had the pleasure 
af picking them off the trees myself. 
You can get all the vegetables that 
you need if you camp near a farm, The 
Boers are coming in and giving them- 
selves up. Forty-nine passed our camp 
just now. We heard that six thousand 
would come in to-morrow. Gen. Hutton 
told us that the war wag not over yet 
so we expect to be here awhile, al- 
thoush we can’t see where the fight- 
ing will be uniess itis a little guerilla 
warfare among the hills). Anyhow we 
don’t lose any sleep over the matter. 
All empty houses were torn down for 
fire wood. The British soldiers go too 
far themselves and sometimes some of 
our own boys do too. One day while 
on the march we passed an FEnglish- 
man’s house (which had been locked up 
and which should never have ,been 
touched) and the Tommies were going 
through everything. Fine furniture 
like cushioned lounges, chairs, hard- 
wood tables, pureaus, bed steads, all 
torn wp for firewood, even a piano was 
seen taken. I suppose their claims 
will be paid when everything is setiled 
up. The weather is colder now. May, 
June and July are the winter months 
here. Our colonel told us that = we 
were under the heaviest shel! fire of 
the war, which was on the 28th and 
29th last and it was the greatest sur- 
prise to Generals French and Hutton 
when there were only 5 wounded and 
only one from our battalion, I have 
got a few of Kruger’s coins which I 
will take home. We expect to receive 
mail to-night or to-morrow, which wil! 
be the first for six weeks. Charles 
MecMiilan is getting quite stout now 
you would hardJy know him. He muct 
be fifty pounds heavier. My sorre! 
horse played out Jast week and I had 
to leave him on the road. There ure 
very few horses in use now. that left 


Regina. Most of the men ride com- 
mandeered Boer ponies. They look 
‘ike ouc small Indian horses. Ii hope 


to be able to spend! a few days in Pre- 
toria and Johannesburg before we 
zo back. Just marching through the 
streets you don’t have '.time to see 
mvich. Strathcona’s Llorse have .not 
come up yet amd; I am afraid they will 


see no fizhting.”

THE STRATHCONAS. 
In a letter written from Standerton 
on June 26th Major Snyder, with 
Straithcona’s Ilorse says: “‘ We are 


with Buller’s main army, part of the 
mounted brigade under Lord Dundon- 
ald. It consists of A Battery, Royal 
Horse Artillery, South African Light 
Horse, Thorneycroft’s Mounted Infan- 
try, Berton’s Mounted Infantry, and 
a composite regiment of mounted in- 
fantry. We joined them at Sandspruit 
since which time we have \advanced 
about 45 miles. The Boers bol‘edi in 
every direction a* we advanced. We 
captured a few scouts without even 
firing a shot. We have been on out- 
cost duty. B sawadron, under Major 
Belcher is ahead to-day scouting. 
Standerton is a place of about 1,000 
inhabitants and the country exactly 
like Calgary. The days are warm, but 
the nights as cold as our October 
nights. Sergt. Ketchen has the fever. 
There has been a great deal of fever 
among the men. 

Martin F. Dick, with the Strathconas 
writes from Newcastle on the 18th 
June saying: “After many days of 
weary waiting we are at last getting 
near the front andj I have some small 
hopes that even if we can’t say we 
were actualiy fighting, we have at 
least seen plenty of life sand places 
where fighting had been. Before we 
left. Cape Town B Squadron was made 
up to 200 strong and shipped sp to a 
small bay just north of St. Lucia Bay 
where we were to have landed and 
marched overland to. Koomati - Pockt 
with the intention of taking the rail- 
road bridge and stopping renegades 
from leaving by Delagoa Bay, how- 
ever, just as we were going to iand 
a despatch boat came up with orders 
td proceed back to Durbanas our secret 
expedition had leaked out somewhere, 
and the Boers has sent some 2,000 or 
3,000 mex to the bridge to protect it. 
Qn arriving at; Durban we shipped for 
Tugela river where we joined the other 
two squadrons, From there we marched

north into Zululand for several d-ys, 
whea more orders arrived at Eshowe 
“or us to return by forced marches to 
Durban and entrain there for New- 
castle, sd as to join Beller in Charles- 
town, Najturally we are all very tired 
af this kind of business,as we Have 
been living just as hard and done as 
much work as if we had been in — the 
thick of the fighting. It was very in- 
teresting seeing all the notable places 
of warfare when we were coming thra- 
ughin the train. The Beers had blown 
up 27 bridges out of 30 between Lady- 
smith and here. The whole country 
is alive with soldiers and at large 
towns there are s@eral thousand men 
stationed. Bullei*is only 18 miles from 
here and I imagine we go there to- 
morrow as the horses will have had a 
good day's rest. We saw the monu- 
ments of young Roberts and General 
Symons from the train and I can see 
Spion Kop from where I sit. It is 
pretty cold here at nights in fact the 
weather is very much like the early 
fall, but the cold seems to be damp.”

An 
aspay o'fice should be established at 
Dawson by the government.

provements, The hands of the com- 
missioner and council are tied, and 
this should not be the cage in a young 
and growing province. 

Fifthiy—Sinte the ‘withdrawal of 
the Yukon garrison the N.;W. M. pblice 
force should be increased by about 50 
men and ut least three more officers. 
The force, under Major Wood, at Daw- 
soa, is entirely inadequate, and ‘more 
particularly in the matter of com: 
missioned officers. The duties of 
the N. W. M. P., are legion, and the

R. B. GORDON RESIGNS. 


The Regina Leader, commenting on 
the resignation of R. B. Gordon from 
the ‘position of clerk of the Northwest 
pesembly, says: 

We learn with regret, in which many 
persons in Regina and throughout the 
Northwest will share, that Mr. R. B. 
Gordon has resigned the posts of assis- 
tant Territorial secretary and clerk of 
the legislature. Mr. Gordon has been 
an official of the Northwest govern- 
ment since 1885. In 1888 hagucceeded 
Mr. Forget, now Lieut.-Governor, as 
clerk of the assembly. and, official sec- 
retary to ithe Lieut,-Governpr, and ton- 
tinted in the latter office until it wan 
abolished by constitutional change in 
1897, at which time the office of assis- 
tant Territorial secretary was created, 
Mr. Gordon saw _ the Northwest 
government grow from the bagis of a 
governor (really a commissioner) and 
half a dozen clerks having a few thout 
sand dollars to expend, to the present 
dimensions, and saw the assembly 
grow in membership and responsibility 
from a body of six appointed and thir 
teen elected members sitting under the 
presidency of the governor, and pas- 
sessing really no power, to the present 
body of thirty-one elected members 
who choose their own speaker and ex- 
ercise the powers of a fully respon- 
sible yarliament, Ia his position Mr. 
Gordon was necessarily closely asso 
ciated with the stormy contests mark- 
ing the evolution of responsible gov- 
ernment in the Territories, and it is 
worthy of remark thait' in the position 
which for years must have been ex- 
ceedingly difficult, because he owed 
duty both to tae governor on the ane 
hand and the protesting assembly on 
the other, Mr, \Gordon successfully 
maintained an attitude of strict fair 
ness and-jwas never even accused af 
deviating a hairs-breadth from the line 
of propriety and impartiality. That 
record: makes it all the more difficult 
to credit’ the assumption upon which 
we understand the government has 
accepted hie resignation, namely, that 
the evidence taken before the apecial 
committee which enquired into circum- 
stances connected with the public ac- 
counts work of 1899, convicts Mr. Gor- 


| tried, but through which it new 


of the indiscretioa alleged he must aiso 
be held convicted of a lack of regard 
for his own interests amounting to

FROM FRED JAMIESON.

“Gen. Hutiton’s Camp, 9 miles east 
of Pretoria: We left Pretoria yes 
terday at 10:30 and marched 9° miles 
east where we are now camped. ijt 
is reported among the boys that we 
are after Botha. Gen. Frenich’s foyce 
is camped about a mile away. Gen. 
Roberts is said to be still in Pretoria. 
It is now{ 9 5. m. and the horses are 
feeding behind the wagons and the 
boys resting about the fires. We havea 
troop cook ,who makes tea, but we do 
the most of cur cooking ourselves, be- 
ing divided for the purpose initc troops 
of 4, Our “zrub” consists ef porridge 
(of corn meal or flour, which we loat

TROOPER REID IN AFRICA. 

Mrs. W. E. Reid, is in receipt of the 
following letter frog; ber son, ywith 
the Mounted Rifles. The’ letter is 
writtentfrom 20 miles west of Pretoria, 
on June 2nGa iio | 

“IT have just heard that I have a 
chance to saribble a few lines and be 
in in 1 minutes, So I \thought I 
would Jet vou know thi I am alive 
and getiting fat and powerful sirce get 
ting into the Transvaal, as they let 
us loot here, as they wouldn't in the 
Orange Free State. So we have lots of 
tea, sugar, mealie fiqur, meat, veget- 
ables, oranges, and lots of different 
kinds af food. On the 27th and 28th 
we had 1yite a time with the Boers 
south of Johannesburg. We < were 
cooking breakiast the morning of the 
28th after fighting the day ‘before 
and beiag out all night when all at 
ence they let go at us with the pom 
roms, so that oar breakfast that 
morning is known in the squadron as 
the pom pom breakfast. It was a 
miracle no-bady was killed, as they 
were bursting rigbt around us, I 
lost my rifle as I hagi to give it to any 
other mam when_I wentto fill the 
water bottles forthe troop, and I 
could not find where he bad dropped 
it. when leaving. 


“Gen. Hutton yesterday gave us a 
apeech blowing-us up ait.a great rate, 
saying that he and General French 
and others nad witnessed the Cana- 
dians under fire, and said they acted 
cooler than any troops they had ever 
seen, and that was the reason they 
lost so few men, I seems funny, but 
the shells have. the effect of making 
me laugh, The faster they come and 
the quicker the horses and men jump 
eiround the more it makes*me laugh. 
But I suppose iffany of the mer had 
got hurt I would have stopped it 
suddenly. The position we held on a 
ridge to dtapv. the enemy's fire on the 
28th enabled Generals French , and 
Hamilton ta cross \the-river and ‘cut 
off the Boera retreat, and capture 
Johannesburg. Poor -' Raggy, > (his 
horse) I haid to leave*him behind on 
the 28th as he went lame on the front 
feet, the effect of poor shoeing. I 
found another one when we retreated 
from Pom Pem ridge down into. a 
creek and left Raggy there to feed. I 
have hardly beer able te sleep: at 
nights thinking of himy We captured 
a Boer convoy and bave clothing, grub, 
boots ete., issued out of it. I got a 
pair of boots, as mine were done. We 
hope to be in Pretoria soon, We will 
celebrate the Ist of July there anyway. 

In another letter written to ~ his 
father from Pretoria an the 7th. +roop- 
er Reid says: “We have got to the 
end af dur tiresome and tough “cam 
praign at last and we are.giad of it. 
I think, I toftdyotiof our engagement; 
up to abou't:the Iqt of June and we 
had ne more of any, aqcountt until the 
night of the 3rd, when we got into the 
kopje’s around Pretoria, about 25 
miles west; the direction we came in, 
We got tnto about 500 Boers ubout 
t p. m. and’ shelléd the kopjes': for 
about an hourand ahalf, phen we 
were dismounted amd senit to take 
the pasition, hujt thie BoerG hajd cleared 
when we reached the-top. It was 
dark as pitch when we got up. We 
were pretity well done up and glad tney 
had cleareds. We marched in on the 
town yesterday. Lord Roberts having 
got in from the south the day. ber 
fore; Poor Raggy went lame, and I 
left him behind aj hill the morning 
we had the Pom aPom breakfast: i 
found a. gidod gray whith had got away 
from the A. M. L: and rude him until 
yesterday morning, when the blooming 
Englishman discovered-him with my 
saddle on, ja I ‘had to give him up and 
ride on the transport, We had — to 
march through the town, about 20 
men in the same fix as myself under 
charge of a sergeanti/ I brought up 
the rear and ait every store that was 
pen I bought bread, butter, jam and 
ginger beers The tramsport got away 
from uS anid) we had to walk ail the 
way out here about 3 miles from the 
town. In eonseguiente I canmmpt get 
my commandeered boctis on and am 
now sitting afround camip with - a 
regular Lacombe mocassin of an old 
sack or twa wrapped! - around,—you 
know the kind, The British flag was 
flying on the parliament wvuildings and 
sentries were on beat: around Kruger’s 
house as we passed; and we shouldered 
arms and eyes left, when passing: It 
is a fine town, all nice modern build 
ings; and they lhave some beautiful 
looking fortis on some of the hills. 

“T have been thinking of staying 
for perhaps a year, asthe wages would 
be fram $3400 a day: up ito $5.00, but the 
expense of living and| the cost of get- 
ting back would only about. ‘balance 
the pay we would get from the two 
gavernments on going straight home 
naw. Sol will gett off ait first chance. 
Roberts is reported to haye said that 
the reserve men aind. the colonials will 
go home first.

Koonelberg Camp 
‘ 4 Seturday, June 29th, 
Dear Mother: 


I thought wher I w'rate the last let- 
ter at Pretoria that we were through, 
and would soon be on the road home. 
But matters have turned out quite 
differently, as we were ordered out 
north after another large force of 
Boers under General Botha. We had 
two days scrapping and it was pretty 
hot sdmetimes. I iwas holding ‘ the 
harses, it being my turn. The bul 
lets aimed aft the gums right in front 
af us came over their heads and made 
tU quite interesting for us, one bul- 
let hitting a, man right beside me and 


one hitting my boot toe. One man in 


D aquadron was killed by a sheli. If 
the Bosr’s shells had been as good as 
qurs the number killed would ‘hme 
been greater. We picked up a num 
ber of shells thait had not exploded. 
They came from their biggest gun and 
weighed 40 lbs. If one of them which 
dropped quite close to me had gone off, 
i wouldn’t be here now. But we are 
wll safe in our squadron. Lord Rob- 
arts ordered Gen. Hutton specially to 
eend the Northwest battalion down 
this line to stop the Boer’s guerilla 
warfare; which he termed *that abom- 
inedle nuisance,” So that is what we 
have besn doing since the 15th, and it 
iif a Sinb(p,'as jwe have been in the same 
ramp ever since. It is 30 to 40 miles 
eouth af the Vaal river crossing, but 
the Vaal is only about 17 miles west 
af here. We have taken - several 
prisoners by surprise and done cont 
siderable scouting. It-is terrible here 
at. nights, as we have no tents, and 
only two blaakets and a ‘thin cloak. 
The walter in my tin billy was frozen 
on the bottom sides and top about hal? 
sn inch thick, avery night for the last 
two weeks. This is the middle Gf win- 
ter, and the cold winds are beginning 
now. I shave only a ‘thin pair voi 
cotton drawens, one shirt and the thin 
tunic, so that we get nearly frozen 
at night—a thing I never dreamed of 
in Africa. We, that is Alex. McCamy 
ley, Jack Lindsay, Fred Jamieson, and 
myself, (Our present section), are out 
om observation post, about four miles 
from camp, watching for Boers, It 
is quite a snap as we always manage 
vo get near some house, We are now 
etia Kaffir Kraal and have had a 
pretty good ‘dinner, steak, tea, cornt 
meal porridge and hard tack. But 
when we are in camp we fare better, 
sometimes getting butter, ~potatoes, 
ate., commandeered from the Boers. 
We cook now“ourselves, each section 
heaving a big fire; We ars issued meat. 
tea, suzar, (four dessert spoonfuls to 
each” man for two days) flour, hard 
tack, salt, etc., by sections, Jack Lind 
say amg I do the caoking while the othe 
er two aitend to the horses; so that 
we have everything down pat, .and 
would be very comfortable if it were 
not. for the cold nights. There is a 
big infantry outfit camped around us, 
anu they do ali the track patrols, out 
post duty, guerds, ete, and Wwe only 
furnish three men for the horse picket 
at night, as there are only two troops 
‘here now, One man zoes on at a time 
and does his beat in one of three haurs 
and 40 minutes. It only catches us 
about everry two weeks, and not every 
other nizht asit used to: I am getting 
very fat and must. weigh about 175 
pounds new, Yesterdag: 1 borrowed a 
pot and made a stew of meat veget- 
able :rations, small ‘pieces of hard tack 
and potatoes, which was immense. — 

While we were out on the other side 
af the track the day before yesterday, 
Kaffirs came up and) said that an aid 
Boer one we have had our eyes on for 
some-tinie had been seen by, thera bury- 
img a rifle, Sd we went over and after 
search found the rifle, which he de- 
nied having, We took him prisoner 
and he has been sent te Tretoria, as 
that is a pretty serious offence after 
taking the oath, That is-their trick. 
They hand in their old rifles and am- 
munition and hide their mausers. Then 
when a big Boer force comes around 
they get on their horses and go along. 
We have stopped quite a lot of that, 
‘ealcptwring seven in one night, when 
they were returning home, most of 
them having passes. —

THE LANDING ROAD. 

The follawing petition is to be far- 
warded through the- Edmonton board 
of trade to the commissioner of public 
warks, Regina. A copy has been left 
at the Bulletin office for signatures of 
parties interested : 

Edmonton, Alberta, N.W.T., 
19th July, 4960. 


To the Minister of Public Works, 
Regina, 

Sir; We the undersigned residents 
of Edmonton, and Athabasca Landing 
and freighters freighting over the 
trail from Edmonton to the Athavasca 
Landing, would respectfully beg ito 
call your attention to the present state 
of that trail, and more especially to 
that part of it, besween the town of 
Edmonton and the Sturgeon River. As 
this road nuns at present, we have to 
travel more than five miles further 
ta reach the crossing of the Sturgeon 
than we would have if there was .a 
reasonably straight road opened . up. 
The old trail has been shut up-in- so 
many places by settlers, that it;is now. 
almast impossible to state just how the 
trail does run, As this trail is. .the 
highway to the north, and more freight 
goes over it than over any other road 
in Alberta, we think it should receive 
special attention fram your depart- 
ment. Owing to the present deplor- 
able state of the road, freight rates 
have advanced 25 cents per °; 100 
pounds, and even this advance does not 
tompensate freighters for the loss 
of time and wear of stock they suffer 
by being obliged ‘o follow the present 
zig-zag road, 

Your petitioners therefore would 
pray you to use your best endeavors to 
relieve them by opening out at once 
a straight road from Edmonton to the 
Sturgeon river bridge, as soon as_ it 
can be done, In the fall the present 
trail will be »intgassable, and next 
epring when the roads are at their 
worst and the traffic heaviest, there 
is danger that the movement of freight 
will be greatly retarded, and serious 
lass will result from the impossibility 
of getting freight destined for the far 
north thrawgh on time.
